The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency has reviewed the draft Renewable Operatmg Permit 

(ROP) renewal for Entergy Nuclear Palisades, State Registration Number B2934, located in 

Covert, Michigan. To ensure that the source meets Federal Clean Air Act requirements, that the 

permit will provide necessary information so that the basis of the permit decision is transparent 

and readily accessible to the public, and that the permit record provides adequate support for the 

decision, EPA has the following comment. 

The draft permit contains only general, high level citations for several applicable Federal 

standards, as listed in the table below. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality 

(MDEQ) should include the detailed applicable requirements from these standards in the ROP. 

The applicable Title V operating permit regulations at 40 C.F.R. §70.6 require that a permit 

include emission limitations and standards, including those operational requirements and 

limitations that assure compliance with all applicable requirements at the time of permit 

issuance. EPA's March 5, 1996 White Paper Number 2 for Improved Implementation of the Part 

70 Operating Permits Program provides clarifying guidance regarding the incorporation of 

applicable regulations into a Title V permit.
